Document 1 (JP 9-193332 A (Dainippon Printing Co., 
Ltd.)/ 29 July 1997) discloses an optical film that is 
configured from a layer of an ultraviolet -curing resin, 
which has microscopic projections and recesses formed on 
the surface thereof, on the surface of a transparent 
substrate, and discloses a configuration wherein the 
aforementioned surface that has microscopic projections 
and recesses is similar to the inventions that are set 
forth in claims 1-8 with regards to the average interval 
(Sm) between the protrusions and recesses, the average 
roughness (Ra) of the centerline, the degree of glossiness 
and the degree of transmission definition. 

Document 2 (JP 2002-107512 A (Nitto Denko Corp.), 10 
April 2002) discloses a light diffusion sheet that is 
configured from an optical diffusion layer of a resin 
coating layer, which has a form that comprises microscopic 
projections and recesses, on the surface of a transparent 
substrate, and discloses a configuration wherein the 
aforementioned form that comprises microscopic projections 
and recesses is similar to the inventions that are set 
forth in claims 1-8 with regards to the haze value and the 
level of image definition. 

Document 1 and document 2 both relate to diffusive 
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optical films that are used in image display devices in 
order to suppress glare and decreases in screen 
visibility; therefore, it would be easy for a person 
skilled in the art to derive the configurations of the 
inventions that are set forth in claims 1-8 by combining 
the inventions that are disclosed in the abovementioned 
two documents and setting optimal values therefor. 
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
